Cover Crops 


Cut Erosion 


Demonstration Plots Operated 
Last Winter Show 65 Per Cent 
Of Water Lost On Bare Areas 


The value of winter cover crops in 
preventing excessive soil erosion and 
reducing surface run-off was demon- 
Strated last winter for the benefit of 
El] Dorado County farmers by the Soil 
Conservation Service. Under the di- 
rection of Glenn E. Paxton, Project 
Manager, technicians of the Service in- 
Stalled a series of run-off plots on the 
Bongetta ranch situated about a mile 
east of Placerville on the Tahoe High- 
way. Measurements taken during last 
winter’s rainy season enabled the tech- 
nicians to determine just how much 
soil and water was lost from clean cul- 
tivated orchards in comparison with 
orchards where the soils were protected 
by a cover crop. 

Four plots of one-hundredth of an 
acre each were used. The plots were 
six feet wide and approximately seven- 


ty-three feet long and were on a slope' 


of about twenty per cent. Two of the 
plots had all of the vegetation removed 
and were left without any cover. The 
remaining two plots were seeded and 
fertilized in the early Fall in order to 
establish a caver crop before the begin- 
ing of the heavy rains. The run-off 
from each plot was caught in a tank 
where it was measured. The soil was 
allowed to settle and it also was mea- 
sured. 

The two plots with no cover crop lost 
32 of the 49 inches of rain that fell 
by surface run-off. In other words 65 
per cent of all the rain that fell ran 
off and was lost. These same plots 
lost soil at the rate of 20 toms per acre 
or about one ninth of an inch of top- 
soil was washed away during the rainy. 
season. This means that the soil in the 
orchard without a cover crop is wash- 
ing away at the rate of an inch every 
nine years. 

Plot number three with a poor stand 
of cover lost 17 inches or 35 per cent 
of the rainfall, and lost soil at the rate 
of 4% toms per acre. Plot number four 
had a fair cover crop. It lost only 10 
inches or 20 per cent of the rainfall by 
surface run-off 80 per cent soaking 
into the ground, and the soil loss was 
at the rate of only one-half ton to the 
acre. 

These losses are still too high but as 


the years go by with the permanent 
“cover on this orchard getting thicker 
‘and thicker, with the addition of hu- 
mus brought about by the decaying of 
vegetative matter. conditions for water 
| absorption should improve and surface 
run-off and soil losses will grow small- 
er. 

| Other similar plots will be installed 
on different soil types this fall and 
|measurements will be taken during 
each rainy season. The results of the 
| test so far certainly indicate that a 
i heavy permanent cover crop will great- 
‘ly reduce run-off and erosion losses in 
hillside orchards.
